OSTRICH DIPLOMACY 

When lonti-lcii.sc wns set up four years ago. 
Its i)urpos(= was to miiiiutitcturc or procure 
"iiuy di-rcn.sB nrllclc for tlic government of 
any country wIio.sd delcnso the President 
doems vltnl to tin; defense ot the United 
States." 

Now St-'crctary of State Byrnes haa made It 
known that these "defense articles" are being 
used by the British and Dutch to kill rebel- 
lious inctonesUm colonials who apparently are 
so mlsKnldccl as to have believed all those 
things that the Americana and British aald, 
during the war, about lour freedoms, aelf- 
detormlnatlon and self-government, 

Mr. Byrnes also haa revealed that this gov- 
ernment has asked the British and Nethcr- 
land-i governments to remove American In- 
signia from lend-lease equipment being used 
agnlnsC the Indonesli 

This, he explained at a pres.i conference, 
was simply a matter of routine policy, adopt- 
ed some time ago for tlie postwar period. Its 
aim was to prevent the use of lend-lease mili- 
tary equipment In a way that could produce 
political complications tor 

At the same tlipe Mr. Byrnes said that 
lend-lease equipment had been used In the 
Venezuelan revolution and elsewhere 
South America, And. colncldentally. two 
members of congress complained to President 
Truman that, on a recent trip abroad, they 
had seen Indications that the French had 
uaed lend-lease supplies to help put down the 
Syrian and Lebanese disturbances of a few 
months ago. 

These are not the uses tor which lend-lease 
wai created. Nor wlli they prove popular with 
the American citizens who must foot the 
multl-bllUon-dollar lend-lease bill. Those 
dollars for legitimate lend-leo-ie helped Bri- 
tain and Russia hold off the nazls until wo 
could prepare our full alrength. And after 
that strength waa attained, they otlll paid 
for military equipment used agalnat the com- 
mon enemy, No one cnn quibble over a cost 
that saved American Uvea and speeded vic- 
tory. 

But the Indonesians hardly can bo called 
the oommon enemy. Their defeat could be 
called "vital to the defense of the United 
States" only by a long stretch of the moat 
cynical diplomatic Imagination. 

Ali the world knows now that American 
lend-lease weapons, bouRht .with American 
cltlaena" dollars, are killing these colonials In 
their fight for Independence, The scheme of 
removing tlie American Insignia from those 
weapons seems amazingly Ingenuous. If hid- 
ing the labels will save ua from political com- 
plications, then the ostrich with his head In 
tha land must be a master of diplomacy. 

It appears, from Mr. Byrnes' press confer- 
ence remarks, that th!s government has not 
ashed the British or Dutch to return our 
equipment, or even to stop using It, One can 
only wonder why.
